A apecial correspoddent of the Nelson 
Daily News writes from Fort Steele a 
wery good article on his trip through 
thie valley of which the following iea 
portion: . 

With an interesting travelling com- 
panion a gentleman known to and know- 
ang all the residents aloug the route, an 
old-timer familar with the history of 
white settlement in the valley, and able 
te puint out its wonderful natural bean- 
ties and attractious—scenic ad indue- 
trial—your correspondent wae recently 
enabled to take a long desired trip to 
the beautiful Windermere lakes. Our 
firet stop was at the well known Wasa 


hotel, a favorite resort since the earlier 


days, where the guest was always eure 
tu find, nor with the poet, need 
“Sigh tu think he etill has found 
The warmest weloome at an Ino.” 

Everyone in the valley and many be- 
yond knows the genial Governor ilan- 
gun, the evideuce of whose thrift, en- 
terprise and prosperity can be noted by 
every visitor. North of Hanson's the 
ruad as fer as Canal Fiat, runs throug! 
a well timbered country, fairly watered 
by Wolf, Sheep and Mud creeks. At 
Canal Flat the Kootensy,which comes ip 
from the vortheast, is crossed on a sub- 
atantial bridge, and is only about half » 
male distant from the firet of the Colum- 
bia lukes. This proximity suggested 
to Mr. Bsillie Grohinan, an English 
hunter of big game, the idea of cunnect- 
ing the waters of these two great rivers 
by w continuous navigation from Golden 
on the Canadian Pacific, southward inte 
the neighboring union. The idea wae a 
puking one. It took the government of 
that day and Mr. Grohman, or rather 
the Kuvtenay Valleys Company, bagged 
eo ue 30,000 acres of choice laude as a 
+ absidy for the construction of the can- 
al. The work cost the English stock- 
holders a nice sum of money, but it hae 
lwen of no practical advantage to our 
province, One or two vessels have in- 
deed passed through it, but that has 
been the su.n total of ite usefulness. 
The channel is slowly Glled up and the 
luck, constructed of timber is now 
hopelessly decayed. Judged by results 
the echeme has been a fuiluse and yet 
the time may come when the high hoper 
of the original projector may be fully 
realised. The echeme was by no means 


@himerical, The projector was simply 


ahead of the time. 

The wagon ruad crosses the course of 
the canal and clinbe up by a rather 
narrow grade to the benches on the west 
side of the lake, whence may be bud ae 
fines view of us lovely a luke country 
as van be seen anywherein thie province 
of magnificent scenery. 

Shortly after secending the grade we 


come in sight of what remains of the 


notorious Thunder Hill concentrator and

ley inetead of for one crossing ite 
southerly end, private property owners 
north would have had lees or no reason 
to complain, and the K.C.B. would 
ere thie have been in operation greatly 
to the benefit of every enterprise in the 
valley now languishing for lack of rail- 
way transportation. 

Our second night finds ue at Santo’e 
(formerly Buliman’s), a beautifully eit- 
uated and well watered ranch, which the 
present owner has begun to syetemati- 
cally improve. Here table and beds are 
all that weary and hangry traveller could 
desire. 

Next day our road takes ue to the 
ower lands at Dutch creek, a stream 
large enough in some conntries to merit 
the name of ariver. Here we eee the 
remainsof the Armstrong narrow gauge 
tramway designed fur the conveyance 
of freight between the upper and lower 
lake, which wae aleo aided by a land 
subsidy. Now both ite glory and ite 
rails have disappeared. We halt fur noon 
at Brewer's on the east side of the val- 
ley. Everybody knows this famous 
hostelry and what ite shrewd proprietor 
has done to prove that fruit growing 
can be done to prove that fruit growing 
can be madea paying induetry in that 
section; but of this more in a later let- 
ter.

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Scientific Miscellany. 

Collections of voices are being made for various pur- 
poses. The phonograms of the British Museum are designed 
to preserve for future generations the vuices of famous peo- 
ple of our time; but the Vienna Academy of Sciences is 
going further, and seeks phonograms of languages. Already 
its collections includes popular songs of Gypsies and Arab- 
ians, favourite airs of Red Indian tribes, the idi»ms of 
negroes and Malays, and so on. It is sending out special 
vuice-hunting expeditions every year, and its agents are 
now scouring Australasia, Roumania, Istria, and other 
localities. Its latest plan is to phonograph voices of ani- 
mals for scientific study. 


The “Enigmarelle” of the Lundon Hippodrome appears 
like a bulky man six feet tall, weighing 198 pounds. Its 
feet aro of iron, the legsare of steel and wood, and the arms 
are of steel and copper, while the body is an insulated wire 
frame cased with fiber and rawhide, and thehead is of wax. 
It is moved by three spring and four electric moters, with 
fourteen storage accumulators. In its back is a switchboard 
containing the rheostat, fifteen switches, three levers and 
three automatic brakes. Though the motions are rather 
jerky, the machine very cleverly walks with long or short 
steps, nods its head, waves its arms, rides a cycle, and writes 
its name on a blackboard. 


Gravitation is explained by the new theory of W. A. 
Nippoldt as due to the motion of matter having the tenuity 
usually assigned to the ether. All matter is in motion, and 
the smaller the aggregation the greater is the maximum 
velocity. Open space cuntains very minute particles in 
rapid motion in all directions. The particles are small 
enough to pass between the molecules of ordinary bodies, 
and they are stopped or reflected in proportion to the mass 
of the body bombarded. Two bodies in space shield each 
other on one side, being thus apparently attracted. 

For cutting metals by a jet of oxygen, the Jottrand 
apparatus consists essentially of a tub with two branches, 
terminating in blowpipes, moved along a guide at the rate 
of about six inches per minute. One blowpipe delivers an 
oxyhydrogen flame, which heats the. metal to a dark red 
along the cutting line. A jet of pure oxygen from the 
second blowpipe enters into combustion with the hot metal 
and produces a clear channel, like a saw-cut, about an 
eighth of an inch wide, the rest of the metal being un- 
uffected. 


Two of the world’s interesting mammals have lately 
become extinct without attracting attention. An English 
naturalist points out that the great straight-horned race of 
the Indian buffalo, which was occasionally met with 50 or 
60 years ago, ia no longer known. The other vanished form 
is the wolf of the Falkland Islands, a type of considerable 
impostance, which seems to have been exterminated by 
strychnine about 30 years ago. 


Zapon, the paper preservative of Dr. Schill of Dresden 
is a solution of nitrated cellulose in amyl acetate or like 
cheap solvent. Brushed with the liquid and dried, the 
paper becomes coated with a thin film, which resists rain, 
sweat and various fumes, as well as mold, bacteria and hard 
usage. The treated paper, unaltered in appearance, still 
takes ink or pencil writing. 


Vocal or instrumental music as a therapeutica gent has 
been found by Dr. F, 8, Kennedy to be a valuable aid in 
cases of melancholia, insomnia, hysteria, family affliction, 
business reverses, delirium, pain and mental or physica) 
fatigue.

be felt. Hon. <A. McDonell was 
Speaker from 1805 to 1812, and C. 
J. Powell held his office from 1816 
to 1825. This manuscript seems to 
have passed with his papers to Lis 
successor, Mr. Campbell, and fiem 
the latter to the next incumbent uf 
this office, Hon, Johan Beverley Rob- 
inson, afterwards Sir J. B. Robia- 
son, Dart, father of Christopher Rob- 
inson, K.C., the donor. 

The document is a mow ‘utevecting 
and vaitable one. Mr. l’ardve says 
that from a rapid inspection he is 
covvinced that the M.S.S. is fully en- 
titled to be called the original jour- 
nal, so far as there was (or is) any- 
thing that can be called the original 
journal. Except this MSS. there is 
no other record of the proceedings of 
the House save the copy which had 
to be sent to tho Colonial Office in 
London, and has heretofore been 
supposed to be the only record ex- 
tant. A hasty comparison of the 
two gives re@onable grourt's for be 
lieving that the Colonial Office copy 
was copicd fiom Mr. McDonell’s 
MSS., as the former is somewhat 
condensed here and there. 

It is known from some cBtries in 
the accounts that a short time after 
1792 the House began printing its 
journals from day to day, much in 
the same way as is dens at present 
and a few of the daily numbers have 
come down, but previous to 1825-26 
there was no yearly Volume, ani even 
the Colonial Office copy of the MSS. 
for some years has disappeared. It 
is supposed that the versels carry- 
ing them were captured by Fren:h or 
American cruisers. 

Mr. Christopher Robinson also pre 
sented to the library the following 
interesting papers: 

A table of precedence in Upper 
Canada, taken from a rough copy, 
corrected by Hon. Jolin Elmsiey, 
Chief Justice, in 1797. 

A statement showing expense of 
adininistration of justice for 1820; 
the original document as Jaid before 
the House. 

A British-Canadian Extra of 7th 
August, 1845, being a map of Can- 
ada West, showing the route of the 
proposed railway fiom Toronto te 
Sarnia. 

Following is the letter from Alex. 
McDonell referred to glove. 

“York, March 21, 1821. 

“My dear sir: You will probably 
smile at my transmitting to you the 
accompanying document. ‘lhe only 
importance, if any, that can attach 
to it is that it is the first journal 
of the first Parliamcnt of Upper Cen- 
ada, of which neither the ovig: nal 
nor any other copy is how in ex- 
istence. The whole is in the hand- 
writing of my deceased brother, An- 
gus. Some years hence the perusal 
of it cannot fail of being interesting, 
and to your charge 1} feel a gratiti- 
catioh in committing it—mum, as to 
the clerk and chaplain. Believe me, 
my dear sir, ever yours, with great 
respect and affection.
